REPORT  OF  TREASURER. 


TO  THE   PRESIDENT   AND   BOARD   OF   TRUSTEES   OF   HIRAM    COLLEGE: 


gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  lollowing 
Treasurer's  Report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1911. 

On  July  1,  1911,  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  change 
in  the  system  of  accounting  was  made,  by  which  it  will  be  pos- 
sible, at  the  end  of  any  month,  to  secure  from  the  Treasurer's 
books  a  complete  statement  of  the  college  finances.  According 
to  the  system  in  use  before  that  date,  the  Treasurer  took  no  cog- 
nizance of  the  invested  funds  of  the  college,  and  two  distinct  re- 
ports, one  by  the  Finance  Committee,  the  othc;r  by  the  Treasurer, 
were  necessary.  It  has  seemed  well,  however,  in  preparing  this 
report  for  publication,  to  combine  in  some  measure  the  two  re- 
ports. A  more  complete  report  may  be  possible  for  the  fiscal 
year  1911-1912. 

In  addition  to  statements  of  income  and  expenditure,  of  assets
